To find for the Government in this case, the Court must rely 
primarily upon the testimony or Maurice Malkin. Although he was 
testifying as to events which had occurred nearly a quarter of a 
century ago and concerning a person who was by no means prominent 
in the Communist movement in Hew York City, the witness pinoointed 
four meetings which defendant attended.
